The Celebration of the Jewish New Year,

Yestorday the Hebrews zll over the
oarth eelebrated the solsmn festival of
Boah-ha=Shomak (Meginniog of the yeas' )
Thils festival is referred to in the book of
Loviticus, xxiii, 24: * And the Lord spake
unto Moses, suying, spesak unto the chal-
dren of Isrual: In the seveoll month, in
the first of the montl, shall yo have a
Sabbath, a memorial of blowing the trum-
pets, an holy convocation; ye shall do no
sarvile work on it.,” No furiher explana-
tion respectiog the origin dbiolject 60 this
day Is given in Scripture. This i the
more surprising, since the iaw, when en-
joining the other fesiivals, always speci-
fies the remson why, and the objeet for
whieh, they aro to obsarved as such,
It would seém from the very breyity of
the precept ubove quotad, that the divine
lnwgiver took it for granted that the cele-
bration of the firstday aof the' sa¥enth
month, was too well known 10 need muy
further explanstion.
